but when againſt Knowledge, they have no Cloak. Yea 
farther, Chriſt makes a Sin of Ig norance to be no Sin, in 
Compariſon; for he ſays, If I had not ſpoken and done thoſe 
Works never Man did, they had [no Sin.| That is, none in 
ECompariſon; but now they have no Cloak, no ſhelter to 
award the Stripes, or Plea to abate of them. 
And that you may ſee the Ground of this vaſt Difference 
between Sins of Ignorance and againſt Knowledge, (which 
is the Sin committed by Men of diſt inguiſbd Senſe and Fudg- 
nent) conſider firſt, that it a Man fin (tuppoſe the Act the 
ſame) out of Ignorance meerly, there may be a Suppoſition, 
that if he had known 1t, he would not have done it; and 
that as Coon as he doth know it, he would or might repent of 
it. So 1 Cor, 2. 8. If they had known, they had not Crucified the 
Lord of Glory. The like ſays Chriſt of Tyre, Sidon, and 
Gomorrha, that if the ſame things had been done in them, they 
would have repented. But now when a Man knows it afore, 
(as the D of D did; tor the Doctor tells us, 
« He read and ſtudy' d the Scriptures, and declar'd himſelf fully 
& convinc'd of the Truth of all Reveal'd Religion.) and alſo 
when a Man conſiders Sin in the very committing it, and 
yet commits it, then there is no room for ſuch a Suppoſiti- 
on, and leſs Hope, For what is it that ſhould reduce this 
Man to Repentauce? Is it not his Knowledge? Now if that 
had no Power to keep him from his Sin, then it may be 
judged, that it will not be of Force to bring him to Repent- 
ance for it; for by ſinning the Heart is made more hard, and the 
B 2 Know- 
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Knowledge and the Authority of it weaken'd and leſſen' dir 
all Power is, when contemned and reſiſted, Rom. 1. 2 1. The 
Fooliſh Heart becomes darker. Ariſtotle himſelf hath a Touc 
of this Notion in the Third of his Ethicks; that if a M: 
fin out of Ignorance, when he knows it, he repents of it 
if out of Piſion, when the Paſſion is over, he is ſorry f 
what he hath done: But when a Man (of diſtmguiſh'd Sen 
and Fudgment) ſins deliberately and out of Knowledge, 't 
a Sign he is fix'd in Miſchief, and even hardned in Sin 
And hence it is that thoſe that (like the late D-— 
D———) have been enlightned with the higheſt kind « 
Light, but that of Saving Grace, Heb. 6. 4, 5. and Heb. 10 
Jf they fin wilfully after ſuch a Knowledge of the Truth, Go 
looks on them, as thoſe that will never repent. And thereto! 
likewiſe the School gives this as the Reaſon why the Dev! 
fin obſtinately, and cannot repent, becauſe of their fi 
Anomledge they ſm with, they know all in the full Latitud 
that may be known, and yet go on, 


Secondly, The vaſt Difference that in God's Account |! 
put between Sms of Knowledge, and of Ignorance, will aj 
pear by the different Reſpe& and Regard that God hath t 
them, in the Repentance he requires and accepts for them; an 
that both in the Acts of Re pentance, and alſo in the Sta 
of Grace and Repentance, upon which God accepts a Mar 
or for want of which he rejecteth him. 


Fir, When a Man comes to perform the Acts of Repen 
ance, and to humble himſelf for Sin, and to turn from i 
(whether it be in Health, or on a Death-Bed) God exateth no 
that Sins of Ignorance ſhould particularly be repented © 
But if they be repented of but in the General, and in the Lum 
be they never ſo great, God accepts it. This is intimatec 
Pſal. 19. 12. Who can underſtand hu Error? Cleanſe me from n 
fecret Sins, That was Confeſſion enough: But Sins ot Anon 
leage muſt be particularly repented of, and confeſſed, an 
that again and again; as David was forc'd to do for hi 
Murder and Adultery; and as the D of D 
ſeem'd to do on his Death-Bed : For the Doctor tells us 
Every Time the Biſbop attended him, he declar'd agam that 
* did unfeignedly repent of his Sins, and requeſted bis Lordſbi 
* that he wou'd not only with him, but in Ins Ketirements, pr 
“ ?o God hear!ily for the Pardon of them. But the D 
being a Man of diſtinguiſh'd Senſe and Judgment, (and conſe 
quently having ſinn'd againſt Light and Knowledge, till 
came to his Death-Bed) it renders his late Repentance t 
more ſuſpected: For, (as I faid before) Sins of Anowled 
wu# be particularly repented of and confeſſed, or a Man ſha 
never have Paxdon, And farther, greater Difference will af 
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a. pear between Sins of Ignorance and Sins committed again Know- 
edge, in Regard of the State of Grace and Repentance: For a 
ud Man may lie in a Sin he doth not know to be a Sin, and 
yet be in the State of Grace; as the Patriarchs in Poligamy, 
and in divorcing their Wives: But to lie in a Sim of Anowldfige 
(as was the D-— of D 's Caſe) is not compatible 
with Grace: For unleſs a Man maintaineth a conſtant Fight 
againſt it, hateth it, confeſſeth it, ſorſaketh it, he cannot 
have Mercy; this cannot ſtand with Uprightneſs of Heart. 
A Friend may keep Correſpondency with one he (uſpects not 
to be an Enemy unto his Friend, and be true to his Friend- 
ſhip notwithſtanding: But if he knows him to be an Enemy, 
he muſt break utterly with the one, if he leaus to the other. 


Yet farther in the Third Place, ſo vaſt 1s the Difference, 
(between Sins of Ignorance and Sins committed agaiuſt Knowledge) 
that Come kind of Sins committed out Ot, and agaiuſt Anow- 
ledge, utterly exclude from Mercy tor I1me to come, 
which done out; of Ignorance, remained capable of, and 
might have obtained it; as erſecuting the Saints, blaſpheming 
Chri, &5c. Pauls Will was 4s much in thoſe Acts them- 
ſelves, and as hearty as thoſe that fin againſt the Ho 
Gho# : For he was mad againſt the Church, and in theſe Sins, 
as himſelf ſays, not ſinning willingly herein only, but be- 
ing carried on with Fury, as hot and as forward as the 
Phariſees that finned that Sin: Only ſays he, 1 Tim. 1. 13. 
I did it ignorantly, therefore I obtamed Mercy. Though it was 
wnorantly done, yet there was need of Mercy : Put yet in 
that he did it but 1gnorantly,there was a ys mg and Place 
for Mercy, which otherwiſe had not been. But thus to fin 
after a Man (like the D— of D———) © has receiv'd 
« the Knowledge of the Truth, and declar'd himſelf fully con- 
« vincd of the Truth of all reveal'd Religion; this ſhuts a 

out from Mercy, Heb. 10. and there uw no more Sacrifice 
Ver Sin; for ſuch Sins. I ſay, ſuch Sins as theſe, thus di- 
rectly againſt the Goſpel, when committed with Anowledze - 
For Sins againſt the Law, though againſt Knowledge, there 
was an Attonement; as appears, Levit. 6. from the 1# Verſe 
to the 8th. Where he inſtanceth in forſwearing: But to per- 
ſecute the Saints and Chriſt's Truth with Malice, Bio Knowledge 
of it, there 1s no more Sacrifice, Not that ſimply the Sin 1s 
ſo great in the Act it ſelf of Perſecution, (tor St. Paul did 
it out of Ignorance; ) but becauſe it is out of Knowledge: 
So vaſt a Difference doth Anowledge and Ignorance put A 
*tween the Guilt of the ſame Sin. | | 

Then, to fin preſumptuouſly, and againſt Knowledge, 
as the D— of D———— did, (for we may call his living

Now for theſe Reaſons Funeral Sermons may and ought to 
be Preach'd: And tho? wicked Men will not be willing to 
have their Infirmities laid out at their Funeral, yet the great- 
eſt Sinner, if he dies a ſincere Penitent, will be willing, 
with the Earl of Rocheſter, not only to ſign a Dying Remon- 
ſtrance againſt the whole Courſe of his former wicked Life, 
but will bave it Publiſh'd at his Funeral what a great Sinner 
he had been. Had we had ſuch a Dying Remonſtrance fiom the 
D-— of D as we had from the Lord Rocheſter, I 
ſhou'd have thought him Sincere in his late Repentance, (as 
the D-— calls it:) But we hear nothing of this Dying Re- 
monſtrance on his Death-Hed; or in the Church of Alhallows in 
D—by, where his Funeral Sermon was Preach'd. Not that I 

ueſtion the Sincerity of his {ate Repentance, with any Deiizzn 
toTarniſh his PERSONAL HONOUR, or Noble Deſcent ; 
(or as if I took upon me to Judge Lis Eternal State) No, 
Reader, I freely own (with the Pious and Learned Dr, & —) 
that The late D-—— of D deſcended from Noble and 
Tltuſtriow Progenitors ; That he was a PEER of Extraordi- 
nary Parts, A true Patriot, 4 Hero (to uſe Dr. & 8 
Expreſſion) of diſtinguiſh'd Senſe and judgment; That he 
naturally reconcil'd Greatneſs with Aﬀability, and the hig heſt 
Capacity with the niceſt Gallantry; That he was accounted an c- 
act Pattern even to the moſt Accompliſhd, and a &ind Protector to 
the meaneſt Addreſſer. But I need not enlarge here; tor, to

« at all: Nay, he not only confirms all I have (aid of the Ha- 
zard of a Death-Bed-Repentance, but alſo poves 'tis (often)

*© But to make the beſt of their Cafe, ſuppoſe they thou'd 
be willing to ſet about the Duty of Repenting beiore they 
die, and may be judg'd able to do ſumething towards it, 

{omething like it, at ſuch a Time; yet no Man living can 
judge of the Truth> and Sincerity 0 fach *a Repentance, (as 
vas hinted betore) mych Jo? givs the Sick Perſon any great 
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« Hopes of Comfort thereupon. I am ſure (ſays tn 
* Elb 6) we have no Warrant from God ſo to do; they 
«© i no Promiſe made to ſuch late and dying Fenitents. And to 
« give any Hopes of Pardon without a Promiſe to groun 
1 ach Hopes upon, is not to comfort but flatter the Soulz 
e of Men and deceive them, to their utter Ruine and Dif- 
appointment in the End. | 


Now if a Death-Bed- Repentance be thus hazardous as I har 
prov'd it is, (fiom the late Remorſe of the D— of D 
what Madneſs was it in him, and other Libertmes, to live in 
Whoredom all their Days, in Hopes to repent on a Death-Bed! 
For I have made it plain, that a Death-Bed-Repentance is 
extraordinary hazardous. (I.) 4s no Man knows the Time of 
his Death, any more than the Manner of it, or Means by which it 
Hall be brought about. (2.) I Dave prov'd it hazardow ; that 
ſuppoſing Men might have Time and Warning given them, (which i 
a thing very uncemain) as they mght want the Means of Grace on 
a Death-Bed. Or, 3. If they had both Time and the Means f 
Grace when they come to die, yet a Death-Bed-Repentance u fur- 
ther rendred extraordinary hazardow, as they may not then have 
an Heart to uſe them. | 


Firſt, By Reaſon of Bodily Weakneſs, fainting of Natural 
NN racking and tormenting Pains, which often afflict 
Men in ſuch a Caſe; Theſe may blunt and dull Mens Minds, 
or diſtract them and draw away the Intention of them from 
other Things, and hold them only to the Conſideration of 
their preſent Anguiſh. How unfit are Men for Seriow 
minding even of their aun Affairs, when under Bodily 
Indi ſpoſitions? And how much more then unfit for Spiritu- 
al Work? When the Soul is wholly taken up with helping 
the Body (with which it ſympathizes) to bear its preſent 
Burden, it is ill at Leiſure to think of Repentance, or indeed 
any thing elſe, but the Pains that it then endures; the Ex- 
perience of which made the late D — Of D-- —— 
& Exhort others to repent and live Bettes in Time of Health, 
& telling them they wou'd have a different View of Tings when 
„ they came to die. 


And Secondly, A Death-Ped-Repentance is yet rendred the 
more hazardous to old and deſperate Sinners, by Reaſon of 
contracted Hardneſs; and this ſeems to me to be the late
